Difference between Tretinoin and Clindamycin 


There are a variety of formulations and brands of Tretinoin and Clindamycin, which are used to 
treat various illnesses and ailments that they are utilised to treat. Acne may be treated with either 
of these medicines, but each has a unique mechanism of action for doing so that generates 
difference between two similar kinds of medications. They're both standard remedies, but 
they're only accessible with a doctor's prescription. Tretinoin and Clindamycin are two examples 


of powerful medicines that can have serious adverse effects if not taken appropriately. 


Clindamycin and Tretinoin are substantially different chemically. In addition to destroying the 
acne-causing bacteria, these two similar terms (Clindamycin and Tretinoin) topical maintain your 


pore's or tiny holes on the skin's surface clean. 


What are Clindamycin & Tretinoin? 


In the family of Lincomycin Antibiotics, Clindamycin has been approved by the FDA for use as 
a topical antibiotic. Most often, it is used to treat acne when it is applied topically. It has the 
ability to stop or at least delay bacterial proliferation by altering the way bacteria manufacture 
protein. Blood, internal organs, bones, joints, and skin infections are treated with Clindamycin. 


In addition to this, Clindamycin is effective for: 


Anthrax and malaria, 
Ear infections 
Tonsillitis 


Pharyngitis 


On the other side, Tretinoin speeds up cell turnover, unclogs the skin pores, and promotes 
peeling of the afflicted skin regions. It also reduces or treats acute promyelocytic leukemia 
(APL), but it does not prevent cancer from coming back. As a topical lotion, cream, or gel, 
Tretinoin is used to treat acne. Similar to how it cures acne, it may also eliminate blemishes, 


level out skin tone, and minimise fine lines. 





Differences between Clindamycin & Tretinoin: 


The main difference between Clindamycin & Tretinoin can be described in the following ways: 


Formulation: 


Clindamycin is generally taken orally for internal infections, although it can also be applied 
topically to the skin to treat skin infections. Tretinoin is used topically as a cream or gel to treat 


acne, and its oral capsules are used to treat APL. 


Working: 


Clindamycin interferes with bacteria's proteins and effectively treats infections. Dentistry uses 
Clindamycin to prevent endocarditis, an infection that can arise after dental procedures in 
patients who are at risk. At the same time, the Tretinoin speeds up unclogging pores and peeling 
of afflicted regions. It also helps to cure acne by increasing skin cell turnover and treats APL by 


promoting the proper development of immature blood cells in the body. 


Side Effects: 


Clindamycin can induce stomach discomfort and diarrhea, as well as nausea and vomiting. 


Tretinoin's topical side effects include discomfort or soreness, itching, and rashes, while the APL 
drug shows side effects such as; vomiting, headache, nausea, vision issues, hearing loss, and 


bleeding.
